THIS man is being hunted by police 
after a terrified teenage girl was 
bundled into a van and assaulted. 

The wanted man - seen here in a police efit 
- is said to have abducted the 14-year-old girl 
as she made her way home from school along 
the Holborough Road, Snodland, on Tuesday, 
June 29. 

He drove her around the area for more than 
half an hour before eventually letting her go 
near the Favourite Chicken takeaway and 
Working Men’s Club. She was assaulted dur¬ 
ing her ordeal and suffered minor injuries. 

Police have stressed that the assault was 
not of a sexual nature. 

A police spokesman said: “The girl reported 
that when she was walking home from school

she was stopped by a man who wanted direc¬ 
tions. As she was speaking to the man he 
pushed her into his van and drove her around 
Snodland. We would like to hear from anyone 
who may have information about the identity of 
the man or anyone who saw a white van, simi¬ 
lar in size to a Ford Connect, in the area of 
Favourite Chicken, Holborough Road, Snodland 
between 3.45pm and 5pm on June 29.”

'Daughter from heir 
told to stay away 

TWO pensioners were subjected to 
drunken rantings by the “daughter 
from hell”, a court was told. 

As a result, Amanda Shepherd, 45, 
of Graham Close, Maidstone, has 
been banned from going anywhere 
near them. 

Police were repeatedly called to a 
house in Mote Avenue, Maidstone, 
where Shepherd’s father and step¬ 
mother were at the end of their teth¬ 
er. Shepherd admitted harassment 
charges at Maidstone Magistrates’ 
Court. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting, said 
Shepherd had a long history of drink 
and drug addiction and had been to 
prison. She went to the house in 
January, 2009, and started shouting, 
swearing and banging on the door. 

When her father answered it, 
Shepherd tried to force her way in 
before attempting to attack her 
stepmother. On another visit she 
picked up a plant pot and threw it 
at the house. The terrified couple, in 
their 70s, kept their doors and win¬ 
dows locked. 

In a statement, Shepherd’s father 
said: “Her unpredictable behaviour is 
not fair on us or our neighbours. The 
stress is making us ill. I don’t want to 
see her again.” 

Russell Morley, defending, said: 
“Alcohol played a large role and 
Shepherd is sorry for what she has 
done. She suffered blackouts and 
couldn’t remember anything. 

“She is ashamed and shocked. 
Understandably, her family has lost 
patience with her.” 

The case was adjourned until 
Wednesday, July 28.

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Bank card holiday 
fraudster is jailed 

Ringleader's gang swindled £250l< from operator

A GANG of bank card crimi¬ 
nals has been sentenced 
after booking 60 fraudulent 
luxury holidays online - 
swindling the tour operator 
out of more than £250,000. 

The group, made up of seven women 
and five men, appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, where they 
sentenced for conspiracy to defraud 
Thomas Cook, as well as other fraud 
offences. 

Ringleader Rachel Allgood, of 
William Baker House, Royal British 
Legion Village, Aylesford, pleaded 
guilty to booking at least 17 all-inclu¬ 
sive holidays - priced between £1,900 
and £8,000 a time - at five-star hotels 
across the globe. 

The 28-year-old also used compro¬ 
mised bank card details to defraud 
Sainsbury’s, Medway Council and 
Tonbridge and Mailing Borough 
Council. She was sentenced to four- 
and-a-half years in prison. 

Her 11 co-defendants - aged from 22 
to 48 - were given suspended prison 
sentences and unpaid work. 

The court heard how Kent Police 
were tipped off about Allgood’s holiday

scam in October, 2008. 

Detectives were told the fraudster 
had used compromised bank card 
details to book a holiday to Jamaica 
for herself and about 40 other people, 
who were due to travel within days. 

The group was stopped at Gatwick 
airport on October 20. 

Search warrants were carried out 
later that day at Allgood’s home, dur¬ 
ing which documentation, mobile 


phones and sim cards were seized. 

Further investigations found that 
all-inclusive five-star holidays, using 
compromised bank card details, had 
been purchased from Thomas Cook 
from September, 2006, to November, 
2008, by members of the group, either 
for themselves or on behalf of others. 

Holidays booked for other people 
would be offered at a discount, with all 
monies kept by the offenders. About 
60 fraudulent bookings are known to 
have been made. 

Sentencing, Judge Philip Statman 
said Allgood was “at the heart of the 
conspiracies” and had “acted as an 
illicit travel agent for others”. 

Detective Constable Stuart 
Champion, who led the investigation, 
said: “This was a complex case involv¬ 
ing a large number of people working 
together to defraud Thomas Cook 
using compromised bank card details. 

“The connections between the fraud¬ 
ulent holiday bookings became obvi¬ 
ous due to the same information 
appearing on the internet applica¬ 
tions. 

“Allgood was the central point in the 
organisation of the fraud, making the 
majority of the holiday bookings. 

“At no point during the investigation 
could any member of the group 
explain how they could fund these 
high-value holidays.”

Kick up the butt 
for litter louts

COUNCIL chiefs have launched a 
six-month crackdown on the coun¬ 
ty town’s litter louts. 

Maidstone council’s enforce¬ 
ment team will be doubled in 
numbers for the duration. 

Bosses believe 100 litterbugs 
could be caught every week. They 
will be offered the chance to pay a 
£75 fine within 14 days. 

Failure to pay could see them 
taken to court, risking a fine of up 
to £2,500, costs and a criminal 
record. Cabinet member Cllr Ben 
Sherreard said: “We are tackling 
this head-on. Every year millions 
are spent on street cleaning and 
clearing rubbish such as cigarette 
butts, chewing gum, sweet wrap¬ 
pers and food containers. 

“That’s a lot of money that could 
be better spent if people didn’t 
drop litter in the first place.” 

The No Ifs No Butts operation 
will also crack down on business¬ 
es and private land owners to 
make sure they are clearing up 
waste and litter. 

Cllr Sherreard said: “Maidstone 
council spends a huge amount of 
time and money keeping our bor¬ 
ough tidy. We have so many beau¬ 
tiful green spaces and great places 
to shop and spend leisure time. 

“No Ifs No Butts will target 
those who let down the law-abid¬ 
ing majority.”

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Are police breaking 
law in fight against 
under-age drinking?

POLICE who confiscate alcohol 
from under-age drinkers have 
been told they are flouting envi¬ 
ronmental laws by pouring the 
booze into roadside drains. 

The 1997 Confiscation of Alcohol (Young 
Persons) Act makes it legal for officers to dis¬ 
pose of alcohol “in such a manner as he/she 
considers appropriate” in front of the young¬ 
sters they have seized it from. 

However, by pouring it down roadside 
drains, police in Maidstone have fallen foul 
of the 1991 Water Resources Act - which 
states that it is an offence to knowingly 
permit any poisonous, noxious or polluting 
matter to enter any controlled waters. 

The Environment Agency (EA) confirmed 
this week that alcohol falls under this legisla¬ 
tion, which brings a maximum penalty of 
three years’ imprisonment. 

And despite a Kent Police spokeswoman 
telling KOS Media the force had gained per¬ 
mission from the EA to pour alcohol down 
drains, the next day a statement revealed offi¬ 
cers were to be advised against doing so. 

Poured 

In the statement, head of licensing PC 
Barbara Murray said current Kent Police 
policy was for all drinks containers - regard¬ 
less of whether they have been opened or not 
- to be poured away in the presence of whom 
they are seized from. 

She added: “This method of alcohol disposal 
is adopted by forces across the UK and rein¬ 
forces to the person from whom the alcohol 
has been confiscated the consequences of their 
unruly behaviour. 

“On this occasion we recognise the alcohol 
in question should not have been poured 
directly into a drain and will be making sure 
all our officers are properly informed about 
the correct method of disposing of alcohol.” 

Despite the oversight, the EA confirmed it 
will not be taking legal action against the force. 

A spokesman said: “The Environment 
Agency generally discourages the disposal 
of all liquids other than water via drainage 
systems. 

“A single can of beer is unlikely to have a 
noticeable impact on the environment, and 
we fully appreciate the police are making

concerted efforts to tackle antisocial behav¬ 
iour associated with alcohol.” 

A photograph of two officers pouring what 
appears to be a bottle of vodka and a fruit- 
flavoured alcopop into a drain was circulated 
by Kent Police last week. 

The picture was to help raise awareness for 
a new alcohol control zone in Maidstone, 
which has been enforced in the town centre to 
tackle antisocial behaviour. 

Police now have the power to arrest or fine 
people who continue to drink within the zone 
after being told to stop. 

Licensing officer Neil Barnes said: “These 
powers are not intended to disrupt peaceful 
activities such as families having a picnic in 
the park, but are designed to address nui¬ 
sance or annoyance associated with the con¬ 
sumption of alcohol within a designated area. 

'We would like to emphasise that drinking 
is still allowed where it is permitted, such as 
in bars and pubs. 

“The object is to allow people to enjoy them¬ 
selves without being confronted by intoxicat¬ 
ed individuals in the street.” 


Man given warning 
over cannabis stash 

A CANNABIS smoker was given a warning 
by police after being caught in possession of 
the Class B drug. 

The 53-year-old was arrested at his home 
in Farleigh Lane, Maidstone, on Monday, 
June 28, after officers raided his property. 

They were called following reports from 
residents of a strong cannabis smell coming 
from an open window. 

PC Tracey Thorndycraft attended the 
building and seized two small bags of herbal 
cannabis. 

She said: “It helps us greatly when the 
public assist us about illegal drug use. Just 
small pieces of information can prove vital in 
the fight against drug taking and dealing. 

“I urge members of the public to contact 
the Maidstone Neighbourhood Police Team 
on 01622 604390 with any suspicious smells 
or activity. All calls will be followed up, no 
matter how minor it may seem.”

There were also numerous complaints about 
the sound quality at the main stage. 

Mr Power, who began his live music empire 
back in 1982 when he opened the Mean 
Fiddler in Harlesden, North London said: 
“Among the glowing feedback we’ve received, I 
am aware that there were some issues that 
arose which I would like to offer an explana¬ 
tion and my apologies for. 

“Saturday’s water issues were due to a tem¬ 
porary loss of pressure in the area. Although we 
anticipated for the festival capacity, the plumb¬ 
ing system unfortunately failed us. 

“In response to the complaints we’ve had 
regarding the sound quality at the main stage, 
I have called an urgent meeting with all those 
involved to look into the situation. Whilst the 
quality was excellent, it was lacking penetra¬ 
tion beyond the sound desk.” 

On the subject of queuing times, the former 
Reading Festival promoter added: “I have 
organised a meeting to review the concerns 
raised. 


‘We provided the recommended amount of 
toilet facilities for the expected capacity, but 
after reviewing it further I am convinced we 
will need to increase this for next year. 

“Additionally I have spoken with our beer 
suppliers to discuss the shortage of bars within 
the site and the systems in place that seemed 
to delay service. Although queuing is to be 
expected in a festival environment, I am aware 
that it can be frustrating and will look into 
reducing waiting times for 2011. 

“I assure you that we have taken on board all 
of your comments and concerns and will apply 
them for next year to prevent these issues from 
occurring again.” 


Within hours of the statement, many fans 
responded positively on the official Hop Farm 
Festival Facebook page and it would appear 
that the problems will not stop live music lovers 
from returning next year. 

Julius Sowu wrote: “It’s so refreshing to get 
an immediate and personal response from an 
organisation.” 

Fellow Hop Farmer Jonathan Mears added: 
“Now that’s put to bed, let’s all start looking for¬ 
ward to next year.” 

Mr Power ended his statement by saying that 
the organisers are already in the process of put¬ 
ting together the line up for next year and tick¬ 
ets will be available soon.

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Somme-thing to remember them

THE bloodiest day in the history 
of the British Army - July 1,1916 
- was commemorated at poignant 
services large and small in north¬ 
ern France last week. 

On the first day alone of the Battle of the 
Somme there were 60,000 casualties - 
including more than 19,000 dead. 

Among the soldiers who advanced over no- 
man’s-land towards a network of trenches 
and barbed wire under hails of machine-gun 
fire were two local regiments, The Buffs (East 
Kent) and the Royal West Kent (Queen’s Own). 

This year a tribute at the massive Memorial 
To The Missing at Thiepval in France remem¬ 
bered the sacrifice of a generation. The struc¬ 
ture commemorates those who literally dis¬ 
appeared during the conflict, which ran from 
1914-18 - blown apart, drowned in the mud 
or buried forever. On it are 72,000 names. 

The recovered bodies of soldiers are buried 
in the graveyards that dot the area. Crosses 
are inscribed with name, age, unit and rank, 
along with the day that they died. 

A total of 30 members of The Buffs and 20 
Royal West Kent soldiers who fell in the first 
attack of the battle on July 1 are inscribed at 
Thiepval. And in total the monument has the 
names of 536 Buffs and 833 West Kent men. 

The Battle of the Somme was one of the 
largest battles of the First World War and by 
the time fighting had petered out in late 
autumn 1916, more than 1.5 million casual¬ 
ties had been suffered by the forces involved. 

A regimental sergeant major of The Buffs, 
called Moody, compiled an account of the 


opening day. He wrote: “On the great 1st of 
July the 55th Brigade, a unit of which was 
the 7th Battalion The Buffs, held the line in 
front of Camoy, and its objective was a trench 
about 200 yards north of the Montauban- 
Fricourt road. 

“At 7am our barrage became intense and 
remained so till 7.22, at which time all guns of 
the trench mortar battery opened for eight 
minutes, and at the zero hour the whole 
brigade went forward to the assault. The 
Camoy mine craters took six hours to clear, 
and six hours’ very heavy fighting it was, car¬ 
ried out under 2nd Lieut. Tatum, whose excel¬ 
lent work was rewarded by a Military Cross. 

“There is no doubt that during the whole 
operation, which was carried out more or less 
as planned, our troops encountered far more 
opposition than was anticipated; particularly 
was this the case at the craters, to attack 
which only two platoons were originally 
assigned, a number of men quite inadequate. 

“The whole position, indeed, proved to be a 
very strong one, consisting of four lines.” 

The plan for the Somme offensive evolved 
out of Allied strategic discussions at 
Chantilly, Oise, in December, 1915. 

The Anglo-French offensive was intended to 


create a breach in the German line which 
could then be exploited with a decisive blow. 

With the German attack on Verdun on the 
River Meuse in February 1916, the Allies were 
forced to adapt their plans. The British Army 
took the lead on the Somme, though the 
French contribution remained significant. 

The opening day of the battle on July 1, 
1916, saw the British Army suffer the worst 
one-day combat losses in its history, with 
almost 60,000 casualties. 

The conduct of the battle has been a source 
of historical controversy - senior officers such 
as General Sir Douglas Haig, the commander 
of the British Expeditionary Force, and Henry 
Rawlinson, the commander of Fourth Army, 
have been criticised for incurring severe losses 
while failing to achieve territorial objectives. 

But other historians have portrayed the 
Somme as a vital preliminary to the defeat of 
the German Army, and one which taught the 
British Army valuable tactical lessons. 

Now, dotted by immaculately-kept grave¬ 
yards, the area around the Somme is largely 
farmland with wooded areas and villages. 

But it still retains the legacy of the battle. 

Each year explosives, weapons, helmets 
and even body parts are discovered as the 


earth gives up its secrets. Many finds are on dis¬ 
play in the Museum of the Great War in the small 
town of Peronne - close to the front line of 1916. 

Curator Frederick Hadley said: ‘We preserve the 
memory of a generation who fought and lost their 
lives here. 

“The battle may be part of history now, but in 
this part of France it is very much alive. 

“The crosses which commemorate the lives of 
these soldiers are a reminder of sacrifice by 
Britain, which sent men to protect our country. 

“For that reason British visitors will always be 
welcome here.”

THOUSANDS of spectators will 
flock to Maidstone next weekend to 
enjoy the sights and sounds of the 
annual Kent County Show. 

First held in 1923, the show is a celebration 
of rural life with typical attractions including 
bird of prey displays, agricultural demonstra¬ 
tions, livestock competitions and a young 
farmers area. 

Total attendance for last year’s three-day 
programme was about 80,000, but organiser 
the Kent County Agricultural Society (KCAS) 
hopes an improved marketing campaign will 
help swell that by at least a further 10,000. 

As always, the show will be held at the 
County Showground in Detling, and will again 
run for three days from Friday, July 16. 

Launching the show back in February, 
KCAS chairman George Jessel said he was 
putting the focus back on farming following 
criticism of previous events. 

He said: “In the past there has been the odd 
criticism about us being too focused on aspects 
like selling cars and not enough on agricul¬ 
ture, but that’s going to change. 

“This year there will be lots of exciting new 
stands and rings, and the show will be more 
agriculturally and horticulturally-based.

CHINESE CAMP: New Line Learning and

Pupils are under 
Asian influences 

FOURTEEN students from New Line 
Learning and Cornwallis academies jet¬ 
ted off to China yesterday on a two week 
summer camp. 

The pupils were accompanied by three 
members of staff and will spend time in 
Beijing visiting places of historical and 
cultural interest before moving on to 
host institutions in one of four provinces. 

During their time in the provinces, 
they will spend at least 20 hours learn¬ 
ing the Chinese language and will visit 
local and historical places of interest, 
where they will be involved in tradition¬ 
al Chinese activities. 

The youngsters will also mix with fel¬ 
low Chinese students and have the 
opportunity for home visits and stays 
with participating schools. 

David Simons, Head of the Cornwallis 
Academy, who is travelling with the 
party said: “The group are all very excit¬ 
ed about the prospect of spending time 
in Chinese schools and experiencing a 
completely different culture.” 


SUTTON Valence headmaster 
Bruce Grindlay said there were 
times he feared the school was 
jinxed during his first year in 
charge. 

The head made the remark at the school’s 
annual speech day, saying he had faced swine 
flu outbreaks, heavy snowfall, volcanic ash 
and management changes within the first few 
months of taking the top post at the independ¬ 
ent Maidstone school. 

He said: “Think of the Ten Plagues of Egypt 
and substitute the eight plagues of Sutton 
Valance.” 

Despite the difficulties, Mr Grindlay told 
parents and pupils they had cause for celebra¬ 
tion. 

“Our inspections revealed the school is in 
excellent health - and it also has the potential 
to be even better,” he said. 

GCSE and A-levels results have also been 
pleasing and continue to improve, showing that 
the school has managed to triumph despite the 
new headmaster’s fears of misfortune. 

Whilst stressing the importance of exam 
results, Mr Grindlay also believes that the 
school’s real success was in the added value it 
gave pupils of all abilities. 

“We regularly add significant value to all of 
our pupils and this is how we should judge 
ourselves. This is a very useful indicator of a 
good educational environment,” he said. 
“Whether this is turning a D grade into a C or 
an A into an A* the improvement and achieve¬ 
ment is comparable.” 


Mr Grindlay also said that it would be a sad 
indictment of society if its soul was defined 
merely by examination results and league 
tables. He then went on to cite examples of the 
‘Total Curriculum’ which permeates Sutton 
Valence. 

“The skills, lessons and experiences garnered 
through sport, music, art, drama, CCF and char¬ 
itable work, teach children about leadership, 
teamwork, commitment and self-discipline.” 

The event also saw a host of prizes handed 
out to pupils from former Lord Mayor of 
London and Chairman of Governors of the 


Yehudi Menuhin School, Sir Alan Traill, who 
advised students not to be afraid to speak up 
against those who try to interfere in their 
lives. 

The greatest testimony to the success of 
Sutton Valence School, however, came from 
Head of School Nick Holmes who gave an out¬ 
standing speech, in which he said: “I came to 
Sutton Valence with no confidence in my own 
abilities. 

“Today, I am proud and confident about what 
the future holds and to see the person I have 
become.”

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Senior ranks an option for savings 


SENIOR ranks may be slashed 
from the Kent Police hierarchy as 
the new Chief Constable searches 
for £23 million of savings. 

While staff and officer numbers were already 
expected to be reduced to tackle the three-year 
deficit, Ian Learmonth is refusing to rule out 
removing some of the highest positions in the 
force as well. 

Norfolk Constabulary, his former employer, 
has already announced it is cutting the number 
of superintendents and chief superintendents 
by five and Mr Learmonth is now considering 
something similar for Kent. 

There are 24 superintendents in Kent earn¬ 
ing between £60,750 and £74,022 per year, and

14 chief superintendents on between £72,543 
and £76,680. The lowest ranked PC earns less 
than £23,000 per year. Mr Learmonth, who 
joined the force this month on £150,000 a year, 
said: “It’s an area I want to have a look at but 
it’s not just about reducing numbers, it’s about 
the span of command in general and the need 
for a structure that’s efficient and effective. 

“We’re going to have to look at the resources 
we’ve got, how we use them and if we can do 
things in a different way, and adjusting senior 
officer numbers is certainly something we 
would need to consider. 

“But particularly at times like this the organ¬ 


isation needs good effective leadership, so I 
wouldn’t want to streamline too much and risk 
causing more damage than good.” 

Mr Learmonth, 52, was Deputy Chief 
Constable of Norfolk between August 2007 and 
June this year. He beat three other candidates 
to earn the right to replace former chief Michael 
Fuller, who left Kent in March to take up a new 
position as chief inspector of the Crown 
Prosecution Service. But Mr Learmonth joins 
the force at a time of great uncertainty due to a 
planned shake-up that would result in police 
authorities - which chief constables are cur¬ 
rently accountable to - being replaced by ‘com¬ 
missioners’ elected by the public. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes, who has previously voiced fears about 


such individuals being politically motivated, did 
not attend Mr Learmonth’s first press confer¬ 
ence as she was discussing the controversial 
plans with Home Secretary Theresa May. 

Mr Learmonth said: “There is a degree of 
nervousness about the proposals, but that’s 
mostly because of the lack of detail. 

“From what I’ve read so far, the relationship 
between directly-elected individual and chief 
constable would be veiy similar, if not exactly 
the same, as it currently is between chief con¬ 
stable and police authority. 

“But the idea is that if the public wants to get 
rid of this individual they can vote them out. It 
appears they’re building that system in to 
ensure whoever lands the role is still fully 
accountable.” 


There's a sting in the tail 
of marine jellyfish survey 


LOOK but don’t touch is message about the 
jellyfish off Kent’s shores. 

Marine biologists are calling on people to 
look out for jellyfish and report them as part 
of a national survey so experts can see where 
the really nasty ones are. 

Peter Richardson of the Marine 
Conservation Society said: “We have received 
sightings of 50 or more moon jellyfish off 
Viking Bay Broadstairs, which is fairly nor¬ 
mal for this time of the year. 

“There might be more out there and we 
would love to hear of any other sightings. 
Moon jellyfish are quite common around the 
UK coast and their sting is very mild.” 

Gatherings of jellyfish are known as 
blooms, and as the seas warm, more will 
appear, Mr Richardson said. He added: ‘We 
encourage holidaymakers and those in the 
water to take part in our survey and report 
encounters. But the key message is look, 
don’t touch.” 

The aim of the survey is to understand 
more about where and when jellyfish occur. 

It is part of a wider Marine Conservation 
Society programme to discover more about 
leatherback turtles who migrate to UK 
waters to feed on jellyfish.

Call for zero tolerance after 
violent attacks on 999 crews 


AMBULANCE crews tending the sick and 
injured are being subjected to assaults and 
threats of violence on a weekly basis. 

Figures reveal 107 assaults were reported 
by staff at South East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (SECAmb), which covers 
Kent, in 2008-09 - about two a week. 

Nationwide there were 2,705 assaults 
between 2007-09, prompting calls by unions 
for a zero-tolerance policy where reported 
cases should lead to prosecution. 

Justin Bowden, GMB national officer for 
ambulance services, said the figures were 
“shocking” and “unacceptable”. 

“Every day at least three ambulance work¬ 
ers nationwide are assaulted while doing 
their jobs,” he said. 

“Prosecutions in the South East have more 
than doubled in two years, with 35 in 2008- 
09 compared with just 16 in 2007-08. A 
SECAmb spokesman said ambulance staff 
were encouraged to report all incidents of 


violence, threats of violence and verbal abuse 
and the trust makes it clear it is not tolerat¬ 
ed as part of the job.” 

He added: “SECAmb continues to support 
campaigns to reduce violence against NHS 
staff, including the Your Choice of Treatment 
campaign was launched in 2008. 

“Campaign posters are carried on frontline 
vehicles and deliver a clear message that 
people who assault NHS staff will face pros¬ 
ecution and possible prison.” 

Last year, SECAmb security management 
specialist David Dixon and Unison represen¬ 
tatives visited ambulance stations in Kent. 

Mr Dixon said they continually advise 
employees they do not have to accept abuse 
from the public. 

“We also want staff to know there are alter¬ 
native measures available, such as private 
prosecutions, civil action and ASBOs, which 
can be taken against those who threaten 
them,” he said.

After recent shooting outrages, Derek Packham suggests that UK gun-users get a raw deal 



NO ONE, it seems, can be honest after 
the recent deaths caused by deranged 
gunmen Derrick Bird and Raoul Moat - 
but this subject has never been truly 
discussed by the majority. 

The Parliamentary few, yes, who demolished thou¬ 
sands of jobs overnight through incompetent ranting 
which saw us landed with the 1968 Firearms Act. 

However, one must consider reality - not the whims 
of a few, especially as we are entitled to own firearms 
in perpetuity, as declared in our Bill of Rights 1689. 

Yet for years Parliament and the police have ignored 
this Bill, apart from using it to save themselves. 

I, as a free person, present this to the people 
because it is our right - a right that the PC Brigade 
among others tries to deny us. 

Today we have a multi-billion-pound industry 
wiped out by panic and hypocrisy.

The great rail fare 
robbery continues 

Kent Green Party notes that trans¬ 
port minister Philip Hammond is 
proposing to remove the current 
system which links rail fares to 
inflation. 

We already have the highest rail 
fares in the world. Proposed fare 
increases of six per cent for 
January, 2011, could be increased to 
ten per cent or more if the 
Government removes controls on 
rail fares. We have previously seen 
how substantial fares for new high¬ 
speed rail services have resulted in 
low take-up in Kent. 

If commuters despair of the ticket 
prices and take to the roads, then 
the traffic congestion, noise and air 
pollution in many communities will 
get worse.

Why I'm fighting 
employment law 

The recession and the current 
squeeze on public sector finances 
has focused the attention of minis¬ 
ters, media and public on the pay 
and conditions of public sector exec¬ 
utives who command six-figure 
salaries, often in excess of £150,000. 

A simple but important question 
is being asked: are they worth it? 

As leader of Kent County Council, 
I welcome this scrutiny. Those who 
receive high salaries from the pub¬ 
lic purse should be under no illu¬ 
sions that they must accept the 
closest possible scrutiny, and that 
their personal performance must 
match the size of their pay-packet. 

KCC is a £2.4 billion business 
with over 45,000 employees. If we 
were a private company we would 
be roughly the size of John Lewis. 

Such a large and complex enter¬ 
prise needs the best leaders and 
managers possible to ensure servic¬ 
es such as education, social care 
and transport are delivered effec¬ 
tively and efficiently. 

There is a market rate for high 
quality professionals and the reali¬ 
ty is that KCC must provide com¬ 
petitive salaries if we want to 
attract the brightest and the best. 

I believe most residents accept 
this as an unfortunate necessity. 
However, what they cannot accept 
is when an executive in the public 
sector leaves - either after a very 
short period or when something 


seems to have gone seriously wrong 
- only to walk away with a large 
pay-out. 

This was most recently seen 
when the High Court instructed 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust to pay its former chief 
executive £190,000 severance - 
despite 90 people dying in the 
superbug outbreak in 2007. 

KCC has not been immune - 
recent attention has focused on a 
former managing director of envi¬ 
ronment and regeneration who left 
in 2008 after only a year in post 
and who appears in our statement 
of accounts as having received 
£365,000 in the year he left. 

The fact that this figure was not 
all a pay-off, but includes his salary 
for the year he worked for KCC and 
contractual notice period, does not 
detract from the size of the sum. 

Questions and comments I have 
received, such as: “How can it be 
allowed?”; “A disgraceful waste of 
taxpayers’ money”; and ‘You are 
rewarding failure” all reflect the 
public’s anger and frustration. 

I share that frustration. Not only 
as leader of KCC, but also as a tax¬ 
payer and in my professional life as 
a company director. 

Why are such pay-offs made? 
More often than not, it is because 
there is a need to remove an execu¬ 
tive for the wider good of the organ¬ 
isation. I have appointed many sen¬ 
ior executives in my time at KCC 
and while the recruitment process¬ 
es are rigorous, the reality is you 
only really discover the true nature 
of a person when they are in post 


and required to make the big day- 
to-day decisions. 

Sometimes things simply don’t 
work out. Either an individual 
doesn’t fit or finds it difficult to 
adjust, or the job is too big for 
them. What do you do in such cir¬ 
cumstances? Employers then find 
themselves having to make deci¬ 
sions in a system that is heavily 
stacked against them. 

There are few options. But the 
public does not understand the 
minefield that is employment law. 

If the senior manager isn’t compe¬ 
tent or hasn’t performed up to stan¬ 
dard, the first option is to use the 
competency and performance 
framework to dismiss them. 

However, complex rules govern 
this to ensure outcomes stand up to 
scrutiny in a tribunal or court. The 
process is protracted, bureaucratic 
and costly. 

The executive stays in post, even 
though they aren’t up to the job, 
and continues to get paid while 
doing damage to frontline services 
and morale. 

That is not an option when you 
are dealing with executives in posi¬ 
tions that are critical to service 
delivery. But it takes courage to do 
something about it, and taking 
quick action avoids a longer journey 
which costs more in the long run 
and disrupts the quality of our 
services. 

In order to remove the employee 
as quickly as possible, employers 
are left in the perverse position of 
having to make a compensation 
offer to end the contract early. 


The odds are heavily skewed in 
favour of the employee - and 
employment lawyers know this. 

Even if the executive is on a 
fixed-term contract, we can’t simply 
decide not to renew it and let the 
person go. 

Employment law and European 
regulation stipulate that the 
employer has to have a reason to 
end the contract and the legal 
options for ending it are often open 
to interpretation and challenge. 

An employee whose fixed-term 
contract hasn’t been renewed there¬ 
fore has the right to take the 
employer to tribunal for dismissal. 

Given the costs involved, many 
employers decide it is cheaper to 
come to a compromise agreement 
rather than risk the uncertainty - 
and potentially higher costs - of an 
employment tribunal. 

Instead of protecting individual 
employees from ruthless employers, 
current employment law has 
empowered ruthless employment 
lawyers (and those who can afford 
them) to take advantage of the sys¬ 
tem. We need to rebalance employ¬ 
ment law in the UK so that it con¬ 
tinues to protect individual employ¬ 
ees, but is fair to employers and to 
the taxpayers. 

Three fundamental changes need 
to occur. The first is that rules gov¬ 
erning dismissal of highly-paid peo¬ 
ple on competency and performance 
grounds need to be changed to 
make it quicker and easier to do so 
while limiting the liability on the 
public sector employer. 

Secondly, we need to reverse the 
legal changes - made in 1999 and 
2002 - which removed the ability of 
employers to allow inclusion of 
what had previously been a com¬ 
mon clause in fixed-term contracts 
- a waiver of a right to claim unfair 
dismissal simply on a contract’s 
expiry. 

Thirdly, we need to have the 
power to insert fixed or annual 
break clauses which allows an 
employer to end a fixed-term con¬ 
tract early without it being classed 
as dismissal. 

The coalition Government has 
questioned whether executive pay 
in the public sector is too high. Yes 
the pay is high, but it is high 
because it is the market rate. 

The real issue - especially in the 
public sector but also in other sec¬ 
tors such as banking - is the com¬ 
paratively low level of personal risk 
senior executives are required to 
hold for their high salary because 
employment law places the majori¬ 
ty of risk on the employer and too 
little on the employee. 

I am lobbying the Government to 
rethink this entire area of law and 
policy as it applies to senior man¬ 
agers as part of the wider compre¬ 
hensive spending review coming 
this autumn. 

The comprehensive spending 
review provides a clear opportunity 
to deal with this structural problem 
swiftly and decisively - so that as 
the public sector faces hugely diffi¬ 
cult financial circumstances it is 
not restricted by employment law 
that adds unnecessary and unjusti¬ 
fied costs to the shrinking public 
purse, and takes money away from 
frontline services.

Historic buildings 
crumble in crunch 

HISTORIC buildings at risk of crum¬ 
bling into non-existence are suffering 
further from the global economic down¬ 
turn, says English Heritage. 

The charity published its annual 
Heritage at Risk register this week, 
revealing that 101 castles, monuments 
and other listed buildings in Kent face 
the very real possibility of falling apart 
due to a lack of investment. 

But it’s not all bad news for the county, 
as two previously at-risk structures - 
the Montreal Park Obelisk in Sevenoaks 
and the bam at Westenhanger Castle 
near Hythe - have both been removed 
from the register. 

Dr Andy Brown, English Heritage’s 
regional director in the South East, said: 
“We have been monitoring the buildings 
for 10 years and what is telling is that for 
the first time we have not been able to 
make very much progress on the register. 

“Some of these repair projects have not 
been able to get off the ground, mostly 
because the recession means people are 
reluctant to put money in and are wor¬ 
ried about what is over the horizon. 

“But if people put off the low key main¬ 
tenance such as keeping the gutters 
clear and roof tiles straight to save 
money, it is such a false economy and you 
can end up with expensive projects.” 

The contents of this year’s Heritage at 
Risk register were announced on 
Wednesday at the Grade I listed Hadlow 
Tower, near Tonbridge, which suffered 
damage in the great storm of 1987. 

While the 19th century structure has 
been included on the register since its 
inception in 1999, plans are now well 
under way to bring it back into use as a 
holiday property. 


THE repair bill for Kent’s pothole- 
ridden roads is expected to top £6.5 
million - nearly double the last esti¬ 
mate for the work. 

The county council-run ‘find and fix’ scheme 
has been running since the middle of April, and 
since that time an area the size of 46 Olympic 
swimming pools has been re-laid. 

The authority has already set aside £3.4m to 
repair the huge damage caused by last winter’s 
cold snap, but the cash is expected to fall some 
way short of what is actually needed. 

Cabinet members will be asked to approve an 
additional £1.5m funding at their meeting on 
Monday, July 12, to add to the £1.5m already 
saved through efficiencies at Kent Highway 
Services. 

A report co-authored by cabinet member for 
highways Cllr Nick Chard reads: “The find and 
fix approach is clearly showing favour with 
many people, however with the rate of repair 
significantly higher than usual, the cost is 
greater. 

“We have continued to repair many of the

county’s worst roads and although there is still 
more to do, progress is good. 

“On a find and fix approach it is inherently 
difficult to estimate the additional sums need¬ 
ed to complete the task. 

“It is expected that the spend per road will 
start reducing as the project moves away from 
the worst roads to those with fewer defects.” 

As of June 22, Ashford had seen the most 
repairs with 1,801 and Dover the least with 
226. 

In terms of the total size of the potholes, 
Tunbridge Wells tops the patching area league 
table with 6,778 square metres from its 885 
potholes. 

So far a total of 57,000 square metres of road 
have been re-laid across all 12 districts exclud¬ 
ing Medway, but it is estimated there is still 
another 170,000 square metres to go. 

The roads being targeted are all ‘non-princi¬ 
pal’ roads, ie, those which are not motorways, A- 
roads or B-roads, with local firms winning con¬ 
tracts to carry out the repairs.

Motorways are the responsibility of the 
Highways Agency while A and B-roads are all 
being handled by the county council’s contrac¬ 
tor Ringway. 

The cabinet report continued: “Kent Highway 
Services is planning to increase its programme 
for surface dressing rural roads over the com¬ 
ing two to three years, to be financed through 
re-prioritisation of existing capital mainte¬ 
nance spend. 

“This will ensure the significant investment 
made through the find and fix programme is 
protected over the coming years.”

WHAT’S your choice: employed or 
self-employed? In the current eco¬ 
nomic climate, no one is safe. 

And yet, there is a very strong case with 
compelling evidence that says the self- 
employed are better placed to survive than 
those who are employed - whatever their 
level. 

It’s not just that employed work is in big 
danger, it’s also a critical factor that third 
world markets are fast catching on to capital¬ 
ist values, and many in those cultures are pre¬ 
pared to work very hard for very little money 

Have you ever been to a street market in 
India or Africa, where those traders are selling 
like their lives depended on it? Well, the truth 
is, their lives do depend on it. 

And those suppliers are already a big and 
growing part of our business culture here in 
Britain. 

For example, lots of IT services are being 
sourced from abroad, and this is by small busi¬ 
nesses here, including sole traders. 

If I’m making employment look less attrac¬ 
tive, then I’m only telling you how it is. 

So what are the advantages to being a sole 
trader? 

As a sole trader, you can react and adapt to 
market changes quickly without needing to 
get approval from somebody higher up. 

You can come up with new services or prod¬ 
ucts quickly to meet the changing needs of the 
market, something which the large multina¬ 
tionals can’t do in a hurry. 

And what you create for your customer is 
more choice, more local service (no call centre 
to wait for) and closer, more intimate relation¬ 
ships with your customer (if you do it right). 


Small businesses are the 
future of our economic 
success - support them 


This offers a big advantage to the small busi¬ 
ness, because no one likes the call centre or the 
impersonal service. If you simply design your 
business so that someone answers the phone 
promptly and gives the customer real individual 
attention, you will stand out. 

But don’t get complacent just because you 
already have your own successful small business. 

I recently bought a new Dell laptop and was 
blown-away with the after-sales and warranty 
support, even though I hadn’t bought it (the war¬ 
ranty, that is). Their phone calls to me (yes, that’s 
right, they called me back a total of six times) 
were from India and they over-delivered big time 
in relation to my expectation. 

Over the next five to ten years, I guarantee that 
having your own business will become a massive 
advantage. This is going to become - and already 
is for some - the decade of the entrepreneur. 

People with ideas, who can turn ideas into prod¬ 
ucts, who can package those products, and find 
customers who really like and will pay for those 
products, will do well. 

But it will need more than just that, of course. 

And so to my first MUST: Do what the high-fly- 
ers do and ‘take responsibility’. This is the com¬ 


mon factor you see in those who are massively 
financially successful. They never look for excus¬ 
es or reasons why not. They always accept that 
they are the cause, and the effect. Whatever they 
try, whether it succeeds or fails, is just another bit 
of learning and what they take from every failure 
is a growing opportunity to get closer to the idea 
that will work. 

In order to succeed, you MUST go out there and 
fail! Napoleon Hill, author of think and grow rich 
said, ‘Every failure brings with it the seed of an 
equivalent success.’ That’s what the big guys do. 
If you want to take advantage of our financial sit¬ 
uation now, just go out there and try, and then try 
again and then try again. And then, just like 
Branson, or Trump, or Sugar, maybe you too will 
finally lose your virginity!

//1 think Nick’s piece I 
• • neatly encapsulates 
the philosophy of and the 
importance to the econo¬ 
my of the independent 
sector. 

As a Chamber of 
Commerce we, of course, 
support the entire busi¬ 
ness community, which 
includes everybody from 
sole traders to multi¬ 
nationals. It has to be 
said, however, that the majority of our members, 
and the majority of business within the area of our 
remit, are independents. 

Indeed there is no doubt that the economic struc¬ 
ture of this country is largely dependent on inde¬ 
pendent traders, always has been and probably 
always will be. It must also not be forgotten that 
from ‘little acorns, mighty oak trees grow’. Even 
today’s multi-national corporations, including the 
‘too big to fail’ financial institutions, must surely 
have started out as part of what we now call the 
independent sector. 

Public institutions, national and local, also depend 
heavily on input at their roots by smaller, independ¬ 
ent traders. 

So the independent sector can definitely be 
regarded as the backbone of our economy. It 
deserves both the recognition and support of all us 
to ensure that the backbone remains strong and 
supple. 



“MY father was a yeo¬ 
man, but had no land 
of his own; only he had 
a farm ... and here¬ 
upon he tilled so much 
as kept half a dozen 
men.” 

So begins bishop Hugh 
Latimer’s first sermon preached 
before Edward VI. He goes on to 
explain how this same farm’s income 
enabled his father to enlist as a soldier at 
the King’s call-up, provide modest 
dowries for his daughters, and even pay 
for Hugh’s schooling. 

Backbone 


It’s often said that independent busi¬ 
ness is the backbone of the economy - and 
it’s true: 98 per cent of businesses employ 
less than 50 people, and owner-run firms 
provide 58 per cent of Britain’s jobs and 
an even bigger share of new jobs and busi¬ 
ness innovation. Trevor Baylis and James 
Dyson represent the tip of the iceberg. 
What Latimer’s account also illustrates is 
how independent business is the back¬ 
bone of society itself. Being your own boss 
isn’t just to “not dread a peevish master”: 
it empowers you to contribute to the com¬ 
mon wealth. 

Kent exemplifies this. Regular surveys 
by the British Chambers of Commerce 
show members of Kent’s biggest 
Chamber, the Kent Invicta, less hard-hit 
by the recession and quicker to recover 


o our root;

one. The risk, as we notice global prosperity 
happening elsewhere but not reappearing 
here, is that our relative comfort will delay the 
one step most likely to improve our fortunes, 
and our children’s. I mean a drive to leave our 
comfort zone and find new markets, by inno¬ 
vating and especially by exporting. The fact is, 
as things stand today we are collectively head¬ 
ing for the doldrums. The only future common 
wealth is if we yeomen make it happen. Even 
inward investment from outside Kent, unless 
we make it a springboard and grow our own 
enterprises, doesn’t foster the necessary capi¬ 
tal to endow the future life we hope for. 

Challenge 

In War and Peace Tolstoi reflects on the arro¬ 
gance of different nations. The Frenchman, he 
writes, is arrogant because he knows he is irre¬ 
sistible to men and women alike; the Italian is 
arrogant because - well, he’s not really arro¬ 
gant, just excitable. The Englishman is arro¬ 
gant because he knows that he knows, already, 
everything worth knowing; and the Russian is 
arrogant because he knows that nothing is 
worth knowing. 

Now, 200 years on, most of us can see endur¬ 
ing truth in these caricatures. Our opportuni¬ 
ty and our challenge as owner-managers is 
this: to rest impotently on what we feel we 
know - or to sharpen up? Are we going to get 
into better shape, physically and organisation¬ 


ally; to learn new skills; to take the risk of 
rejection by a hoped-for customer, learn our 
lesson and press on; to invest time, energy and 
cash in the hope of planting our banners - ie of 
transplanting our brands, for they are today’s 
banners in peacetime - into places where they 
will flourish and draw new subscribers to buy 
into them? 

I don’t mean to be jingoistic about this 
(though Kipling’s “If’ is well worth taking to 
heart). The fact is, only our best efforts will do: 
the global competition is very determined and 
increasingly well-resourced. Our brands will 
only flourish if, after analysing our offer, we 
gear up to deliver exceptional value in distinc¬ 
tive ways that are hard to copy.

- it's a winning formula 


A COMMON sense approach to customer 
service has meant one Ashford independent 
garage has managed to trade successfully for 
27 years. 

D & D Autos on Orbital Park, is a family-run 
firm started by Derek Pestridge. It was winner 
in this year’s Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
customer service award. 

His daughter Lorraine Fuller who also 
works there said: “To get the prize was really 
exciting. We are an independent business and 
obviously garages do get a bad press for cus¬ 
tomer service but we have always had strin¬ 
gent checks that we have to have regarding 
customer service anyway. 

“My dad thinks surely everyone looks after 
their customers like we do but we must be 
doing something different because of the testi¬ 
monials we get from people and the fact they 
keep coming back.” 

Mr Pestridge started the business with one 
service bay at a site in Victoria Road but last 
year moved to purpose-built premises at the 
trading park. 

Mrs Fuller said: “My dad bought a piece of 
land built the new garage on it. We moved 
there in February 2009. It was a challenge 
amidst the recession but we had outgrown the 
old premises and our hands were tied to some 


degree because the Victoria Road is going to be 
redeveloped as part of the new Victoria Way 
scheme.” 

At least the recession meant people were 
hanging on to their old cars which still needed 
to be serviced. And the new facilities meant 
the business could grow and expand into areas 
it was not able to cover before. 

Mrs Fuller said: ‘We have drive-through MOT 
bays. We have invested in computerised wheel 
alignment equipment, tyre fitting facilities and 
new diagnostic equipment. Being a general 
garage we have to service many more makes 
and models than a main dealer so our invest¬ 
ment in that equipment has to be broader. 

“We now hope to be able to do fleet servicing 
because we have thirteen workshop bays and 
we are less restricted by our surroundings.” 

D & D autos were also highly commended in 
the business of the year category. 

“Our customers were really pleased for us. 
We had letters of support. Once people have 
someone they know and can trust to look after 
their car you almost become like a family 
member. 

“It’s just common business sense really, if you 
treat your customers well and do the best you 
can for them then they will come back. We treat 
people how we would expect to be treated.”

enough. We don’t offer huge discounts but sell 
at the price a bike is supposed to be. This way 
we can offer a one-to-one service and the cus¬ 
tomer leaves more satisfied.”

Entrepreneur shows 
award-winning strength 

THE latest Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
entrepreneur of the year says his success is due to 
having a bold approach to business despite the 
recession. 

David Evans is joint managing director of Sunray, 
a leading manufacturer of 
high-specification steel 
doors, based in Ashford. 

He said: “Over the last 
three years the company 
has gone from strength to 
strength. We have doubled 
our turnover, increased 
our workforce from 21 to 
42 and won business of the 
year award in Kent for two 
years running. We were 
then third in the national 
finals. We are now per¬ 
ceived as one of the market leaders. We have invest¬ 
ed heavily in plant and people and the business is 
growing well.” 

“Customer focus is also important. We have to 
be flexible. We have the fastest lead times and are 
capable of changing and completing orders very 
quickly.” 

However, he is realistic about the difficult times 
ahead and how companies can be hit by things 
outside their control. 

He said: ‘We had a detailed business plan and 
we have stuck to it. Our view is when we come out 
of this recession; we want to be in a fitter position. 
It is a bold attitude but we monitor things very 
closely.” 

The company has had to deal with a massive 
hike in steel prices which went up 38 per cent 
overnight. Mr Evans said: “That has a huge 
impact on us. We have to see whether we pass that 
on to our customers or whether we absorb it.” 

Mr Evans has sat on the Business Link 
Advisory Board, and is now a member of the 
chamber’s economic development group. 


AN independent landscaping and 
environmental company priding 
itself on flexibility and a 
“chameleon like” ability to go 
with the business flow has been 
recognised for its skills. 

Lamberhurst-based Twig Trading was 
judged as winner of the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce Business Awards 
2010. 

The company’s managing director David 
Eyre was also a runner-up in the awards’ 
entrepreneur of the year category. 

Twig’s experts have a wide range of skills 
from garden design to tree surgery to brick¬ 
laying and always ensure they take an envi¬ 
ronmental approach to managing the land. 

Following growth in the business since 
2002, Mr Eyre said he now plans to take on 
four extra staff in the coming months.

mental in the growth of the business. 

She said: ‘We started when my husband real¬ 
ly saw a gap in the market. He comes from a 
farming background - he loves being outdoors. 

We saw that a lot of people were moving 
into the countryside from London - but basi¬ 
cally hadn’t really got a clue as to what to do 
with the land. 

“I came up with the name Twig -1 wanted 
it to be memorable and we both realise mar¬ 
keting is very important. Then there’s net¬ 
working. David is extremely good at that 
aspect of the business.” 


Twig was going along smoothly but then 
came the recession which hit so many con¬ 
cerns. 

Mrs Eyre said: “Our domestic business 
dropped and although we already had a cou¬ 
ple of commercial clients that is the area we 
thought we should expand into. We put the 
emphasis on the business side. 

“Rather than just look at the situation 
around us and say we cannot do what we 
used to do, we knew we had to change and 
accept the reality of the economic situation. 

“It was rather like being a chameleon - 


changing yourself to fit in with your sur¬ 
roundings. Adapting to the market and how 
it was changing was very important and we 
were able to do that.” 

The company was thrilled at the award. 

‘To be honest you never think you are going 
to win - you always think someone is doing 
what you are doing only better,” said Mrs Eyre. 

“But it seems we have been singled out for 
our ability and that is an immense source of 
pride to all of us at Twig.” 

Canterbury Cathedral Lodge was the 
venue for an awards ceremony and dinner. 

A total of 130 people attended the event 
established in 2005 which has become one of 
the most prestigious business awards in the 
county.

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Why local is important 



THESE days, when most people do 
the majority of their shopping in 
giant supermarkets, out of town 
shopping complexes or city centre 
malls, it can be difficult to draw 
attention to a small business trad¬ 
ing locally 

But with concerns being raised over commu¬ 
nity cohesion, social inclusion and the environ¬ 
ment, local business has never been more 
important. 

It’s down to enterprising business owners to 
promote the importance of supporting local 
businesses so that the public understand why 
it matters and how it can benefit whole com¬ 
munities. 

And it is down to the shopper to consider 
their own actions and what happens to their 
towns and communities if they turn their back 
on the many independents. 

Why do people shop with the big chains? 

In order to tackle the trend toward super¬ 
market shopping, it’s important to understand 
why people choose it. Research indicates that 
the reasons they most frequently cite are the 
variety of products available and the conven¬ 
ience of having them all in one place. 

Yet choice is so often better, and certainly 
wider ranging, from individual retailers. 

So retailers need to get that message across. 

Remind people how convenient it is to have 
a lot of small shops offering different products 
and services located in the area, and how con¬ 
venient it is to be able to shop close to home. 

It’s OK to admit that big business has the 


edge in some areas if you stress that there’s a 
cost to this. For instance, you could have a 
poster featuring a pint of milk which acknowl¬ 
edges that it’s cheaper in the supermarket but 
points out how much less time is spent if it can 
be picked up nearby, so that it still pays to 
shop locally. 

Why local produce is important 

Businesses that purchase products locally, 
should remind customers that shopping with 
you means supporting local producers and cut¬ 
ting down on the environmental costs of long 
distance transport. 

If you sell food, it also means getting fresher 
produce. And remind customers of the obvious 
thing: local businesses mean local jobs and 
increased opportunities for local people. 

This in turn encourages the young to stay in 


the area and become positively involved with 
the community. It cuts out the daily commute 
for many people and makes their working lives 
more pleasant. The Federation of Small 
Businesses runs regular campaigns on these 
issues, thereby getting the support of a strong 
backer with good media expertise and funding. 

Work together 

It can be tough for a small business to make 
much of an impact on its own, but when you 
work together with others you can achieve much 
more. Organise local festivals to promote the 
diversity of businesses in the area. 

This in itself is a reason for shopping there. 
Tourist guides will list shops that are unusual. 

Look after the customers who already 
support you 

A significant number of people prefer to do

business locally precisely because they see 
supermarket promoters and big chains as 
unduly ruthless and unscrupulous. Make sure 
they know that your business is different and 
that people should support you not just 
because they don’t like your rivals but because 
you have lots to offer to the local community. 

Finally, don’t forget to support local busi¬ 
nesses yourself. 

When any business needs a new product or 
service, look around to see if you can source it 
within your local area. This can make your life 
a lot easier, it can help to build business rela¬ 
tionships where it really matters, and it gives 
you the opportunity to lead by example, show¬ 
ing people how it should be done.

We eat outside. We drink outside. 
We change our lifestyles. 

Yet, so often, while we allow our lives to be 
altered, for reasons long since lost in the global 
marketplace, we have lost touch with what the 
seasons mean to our intake of food and drink. 

Because due to supply chains established by 
the major supermarkets, you can eat straw¬ 
berries all year round. Asparagus is available 
365-days-a-year. 

But our reliance on foods being flown in from 
all four corners of the world has repercussions. 

Jonathan Parker runs FoodforKent.co.uk an 
online venture operated out of a farm in 
Aldington, near Ashford. Its mission is simple. 
To supply, wherever possible, locally sourced 
food and drink in one place. 

So just why should the seasons dictate our 
eating habits? 

‘We should eat seasonally and local where 
possible because firstly produce should arrive 
with you fresher, better quality, and it shouldn’t 
have had to travel so far,” explains Mr Parker. 

“It also means we connect with the seasons 
and eat produce when it’s at its best. As well as 
obviously supporting the local economy and 
growers.” 

Certainly in these times of economic uncer¬ 
tainty, there has, in generations past, been a 
shift towards looking inwards - and investing 
in those businesses and ventures which are on 
our doorstep. Those which create the jobs, 
which plough the money back 



glue, which keeps the communities together in 
the first place. 

So that’s the local economy ticked. Need 
more persuading? Then what about the classic 
environmental issues? 

Mr Parker said: “In a time where food on a 
worldwide basis is at a shortage and oil prices 
are spiralling and so on and so forth, to eat 
produce that is being grown just down the 


road has got to make sense. It also means we 
are reducing our imports in the most basic 
sense. And of course, finally and very impor¬ 
tantly, we are reducing our carbon footprint 
through the food that we eat. 

“The great thing for us in Kent is that we 
are blessed with not only some really fertile 
soil which grows diverse produce, from the 
very best potatoes to the best fruit, but also we 


have sea on three sides so we have some won¬ 
derful fish and some great meat too.” 

“When you ask most people if they like local 
produce and want to eat seasonally, then 
invariably they say yes,” explains Mr Parker. 
“When you ask whether or not they do, they 
invariably say no. Because they go to the 
supermarket and they walk past a beautiful 
bread counter and buy their bread there. Then 
they see all these other fantastic products, and 
it’s all very convenient. 

We aren’t trying to compete with the super¬ 
markets head-on because the supermarkets 
have grown to the size that they are, by doing 
a very good job. 

“What we can offer is a real insight into good 
quality local food and a personal service and if 
our customers want to pick up the phone and 
call us and get a little bit of information about 
where their strawberries have come from or 
indeed where their meat was from, the prove¬ 
nance, we’re all ears. 

“It’s a tough market, but where we are, peo¬ 
ple continue to need to eat, so if we offer a 
product which is cost effective, people will con¬ 
tinue to buy it. 

“In 20 years time when supermarkets own 
huge swaths of land and grow carrots at 25p 
per kilogramme that don’t taste of anything 
and stuff not used gets put in the bin, I think 
people will be screaming out for a change.”

CHEVROLET’S new Spark city 
car needed to be good for the 
money after following on from 
the popular Matiz. 

But the latter bowed out to some stunning 
deals so, on the face of it, the newcomer (£6,945- 
9,845) was always bound to look dearer. 

Closer inspection of the crisply-drawn high- 
roof five-door Spark though, with its fashion¬ 
ably concealed rear door handles, actually 
shows it to be better value than the old stager. 

As the Spark’s profile implies, it is a spacious 
small car and Chevy has enhanced its appeal 
as a mini-MPV by installing a trio of three- 
point seat belts across the back, although it 
would be tight for three adults. 

The Spark is currently available with 68PS 
(67bhp) 1.0-litre or 82PS (81bhp) 1.2-litre 
petrol engines; I haven’t been able to drive the 
former, but the latter endows the little car 
with decent acceleration and the ability to 
cope with motorway hauls.

no mean feat. Mid-range LS trim (from 
£8,445) is the most popular and brings remote 
central locking, interior upgrades, front fog 
lamps and a body-coloured rear spoiler. 

And that seems logical after road testing the 
‘blinged up’ LT flagship with electric windows 
all round, heated electric mirrors, roof bars, 
steering wheel audio controls, 15-inch alloys, 
climate control, exterior body kit and six- 
speaker stereo. 

That takes the Spark to a less appealing 
£9,845 and a fairly ridiculous stance with 
those rails perched on a lofty roof. 

And while the Spark cabin is quite eye¬ 
catching, with a retro display of gauges on top 
of the steering column, interior materials are a 
bit cheesy and actually look worse on the LT 
where some trays and bins are lined with a 
chrome finish likely to scratch badly with 
wear and tear - one of my regular observa¬ 
tions on Chevrolets. 

I also found the driver’s seat uncomfortable; 
there is a shaped bolster at the back of the 
seats that I presume is designed to prevent 
you sliding around too much, but it just made 
my backside numb - maybe it was a problem 
with the test car.

Developer is reassured 
by improving market 

HOUSEBUILDER Bovis Homes has 
announced “solid” half-year figures and 
said it is to resume its dividend at the 
end of the current financial year. 

In January last year, the group said it 
would not pay a dividend as the housing 
market downturn hit the company hard, 
forcing it to slash headcount. 

The company said at the end of 2008 it 
was experiencing the worst trading envi¬ 
ronment “for many years”. 

However, the improvement in the 
housing market has meant the company 
has now completed 803 homes in the 
first half of 2010 - up six per cent period 
a year ago. It added the average selling 
price of private homes rose to £163,500 
from £160,400. 

In a statement, the company said: 
“Given the confidence the board has in 
the medium-term prospects of the group 
arising from its investment in new land 
opportunities and the group’s strong net 
cash position, the board intends to 
resume dividends at the end of the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

“The new homes market remains sub¬ 
dued with ongoing liquidity issues in the 
first-time buyer market limiting the 
number of transactions,” it added. 

However, like other housebuilders, it 
warned of the ongoing problems first¬ 
time buyers face in obtaining a mortgage 
without a hefty deposit.

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Takeover talks despite 
ground-share wrangle

MAIDSTONE United could be 
taken over before the new season, 
if minority shareholder Oliver Ash 
can reach an agreement with 
chairman Paul Bowden-Brown. 

The pair have had ongoing negotiations 
since May and although both sides have pub¬ 
licly insisted the talks have been “positive”, 
progress has been slow, with supporters grow¬ 
ing increasingly frustrated at a lack of news. 

Last Tuesday, Ash issued a statement via 
the Stones’ unofficial internet forum confirm¬ 
ing his company, Richmond, was still seeking 
repayment of an outstanding £100,000 loan. 

However, the statement also said: “At the 
same time he [Ash] is hoping to renegotiate a 
deal with Paul Bowden-Brown which would 
enable a refinancing of the club through new 
investors, but that will depend upon an audit 
of the financial situation, which is happening 
right now.” 

Bowden-Brown declined to comment pub¬ 
licly. Although he is the club’s largest share¬ 
holder, owning 49 per cent, Bowden-Brown 
could in theory be voted off the board if Ash, 
who purchased 25 per cent of the club in 
February, 2008, joins forces with the third 
shareholder, Bill Williams, who owns 26 per 
cent. It is the second time in 18 months United 


have been the subject of a possible takeover. 

In December, 2008, Bowden-Brown had 
negotiations with David Folb, owner of the 
Maidstone-based Lashings World XI cricket 
team, but the two parties failed to agree a fee. 

Further uncertainty has been caused by 
High Court action concerning the Stones’ 
landlords, Ashford Town, who are suspended 
from all forms of football due to unpaid debts. 

United are still not certain they will be able 
to use Ashford’s Homelands next season, 
although it is understood contingency plans 
are in place and temporary ground-sharing 
may be permitted by the Ryman League. 

Maidstone have also responded to allega¬ 
tions from Ashford Town, who claim the 
ground-share is unlikely to continue due to an 
alleged breach of the agreement. 

The Stones signed a three-year agreement to 
play home games at Ashford this time last 


year. Town posted a statement on their web¬ 
site citing a breach last week. 

A statement from Maidstone United says: 
“The club can confirm there has been no 
breach of the lease with the owners of 
Homelands. 

“Therefore the club will continue to play at 
Homelands this season as per our ground- 
share agreement. There have been no negotia¬ 
tions with Sittingboume FC and any state¬ 
ments to the contrary are merely speculation 
and not fact.” 

Stones boss Peter Nott expects left-back 
Jermaine Darlington to be a part of his squad 
for the new season. 

The experienced defender attended pre-sea- 
son training last week along with a host of tri- 
alists, which included former Ashford Town 
and Tonbridge Angels defender Marc 
Cumberbatch.
